Tis Report from the Spocial Committee 
_ipon the ‘Wharf brings mnttots into a com- 
‘paratively manageable compass, and it may 
be hoped that the ultimate decision of the 
» Governor in Council, with whow, it appears 
from the Ordinance just passed, the matter 
now rests, will meet tho, gonoral wishes of 
the public. Tho trouble which has beet 
taken by tha Hon: Mr. Kuswice has not 
beon unproductive, as it has bad the effect of 
inducing the Committees to recommend that 
there be wo openings 40 feot wide, instead 
- of only one as previously proposed, and has 
brought the question at issu between those 
who consider tha erection of the wharf will 
prove an obstruction, and those who hold a 
contfary opinion, into a very smal! compass: | 
The Committee recommend two openings of 
_40 feot within $00 foet of the Praya, but do 
not bold that they should bo raised ag much 
an'‘ten feet at high water. To ‘allow, how- 
aver, of the passage of largor boats, they pro- 
‘pose that thore shall boa drawbtidge, or that 
one of the two openings should be of the 
height of 10 feet above high water mark. 
‘Dir -K-xswiex,-on -bhe-other—hand,is-of-opi 
nion that tha drawbridga plan would be in- 
advisable, as greatly impeding traffic, and 
that there should be two openings of 40 feet, 
allowing a height of 10 feet at high water. 
The matter is thus feduced to a very emall 
eompass, and it will not we imagine be diffi- 
cult for the Governor in Council to come to 
a decision. : , 

. The chief consideration in regard to this 
point is clearly whether there would be any 
serious engineering difficulties in tha way of 
Mr, Krawiox’s plan, as there can be no 
question of the greater advantage which it 
would be to tha public. Ho states that he 
understands such would not be the case, and 
if his information is correct, it would cortain- 
ly be to the interests of the public that thers 
should be the two openings of 40 feet as he 
‘proposes. aa 

It would have been more satisfactory if 
further evidence om this point bad been 
elicited, but no doubt it will be duly consi- 
dered by the Executive, Ove question has not 
beon considered, that is, whether the wharf
